Seven killed in US 
Sikh temple shooting 


OAK CREEK, Wisconsin 
(AFP) - A gunman opened 
fire at a Sikh temple in the 
northern United States on 
Sunday, triggering a shootout 
which left him and at least six 
others dead, local police said. 

"An officer arrived on the 
scene, engaged the shooter 
and was shot multiple times,” 
Greenfield police Chief Brad 
Wentlandt told reporters in 
Oak Creek, outside Milwau¬ 
kee, Wisconsin. "That 
shooter was put down.” 

”At this time, we have not 
identified any additional gun¬ 
men,” he added, contradict¬ 
ing reports of multiple 
shooters but stressing the sit¬ 
uation was "extremely fluid” 
and that officers were still se¬ 
curing the scene. 

Three adult men in critical 
condition were being treated 
at Froedtert Hospital, a 
spokeswoman told AFP. 

”We’ve heard the scene is 


still unfolding, so we’re pre¬ 
pared for more” victims, the 
hospital’s chief medical offi¬ 
cer Fee Biblo told CNN. 

The president of the tem¬ 
ple, Satwant Kaleka, was 
shot and was taken to a hos¬ 
pital, according to The Mil¬ 
waukee Journal Sentinel. It 
said there were believed to be 
as many as 20 to 30 victims. 

According to religious tra¬ 
dition, Sikh Indians wear tur¬ 
bans to cover their uncut hair 
and sport long beards. 

In the United States they 
have often been mistaken for 
Muslims and have been tar¬ 
geted by anti-Islam activists, 
articularly after the Septem- 
er 11, 2001 attacks on the 
United States. 

Sunday's shooting also 
bore some similarities to a 
March 2005 incident in 
Brookfield that saw a gun¬ 
man kill seven worshippers 
and himself during a church 
service at a hotel.

San Nicolaas well on its way to 
renewal of streets and buildings 



The work of the renovation 
and improvement around the 
island is moving along well. 
Progress is visible in almost 
every corner. There are cur¬ 
rently various projects in the 
San Nicolaas area that are in 
far advance phases. Two such 
projects are almost com¬ 
pleted, namely, the old ambu¬ 
lance post and the 
Otaheitistraat. 

Regarding the old ambu¬ 
lance post in San Nicolaas, 
this project began in Novem¬ 
ber 2011 and represents an 
investment of 500 thousand 
Florins. The refurbished 
building will serve as a meet¬ 
ing place for inhabitants of 
the district to meet with Min¬ 
isters, and at the same time 
will be a conference room for 
the Counsel of Ministers to 
meet to discuss matters per¬ 
taining to San Nicolaas. 

According to the architect, 
after an evaluation of the 
building, a section had to be 
demolished as it was in bad 
shape. With respect to the de¬ 
sign, they began designing 


the complex five months ago 
with a view on the future use 
of the building. In view of its 
future use, they opted to ex¬ 
pand the construction area of 
130m2 up to 175m2. 

The building situated on 
the corner of Pastoor Hen- 
drikstraat and Weg Seroe 
Preto is about 90% com¬ 
pleted. The inside section 
needs some work yet in order 
to meet all the requirements. 
They have taken into consid¬ 
eration facilities for handi¬ 
capped persons for the access 
and use of the complex. 

The building has seven 
rooms including a lounge 
area where people can wait, 
and restrooms, offices for 
personnel, a meeting room 
for the Counsel of Ministers, 
and individual meeting 
rooms. The external area of 
the building has also been 
given adequate attention with 
new asphalt covering, tiled 
sidewalks and trees and other 
facilities. 

The other project, the Ota¬ 
heitistraat renovation, is near¬ 


ing completion. DOW made 
sure that this street received 
the needed reconstruction as 
it was in dire shape. Accord¬ 
ing to Jossy Kock of DOW, 
they are putting in the finish¬ 
ing touches and are complet¬ 
ing the tiling of the side walks 
to complete the project. 

Other projects being 
worked on in the San Nico¬ 
laas area are, the restoration 
and amplification of the Joe 
Laveist Sports Park, the park 
in front of the Post Office, 
and the improvement of Lago 
Heights, Diamantbergweg 
and the entire area around the 
Village including a museum 
for Carnival.

Ernesto races towards 
Mexico, Central 
America 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - 
Tropical Storm Ernesto was 
spinning westward in the 
Caribbean Sea on Sunday, 
barreling toward Mexico's 
Yucatan Peninsula, US fore¬ 
casters said. 

At 1500 GMT, the eye of 
the storm was located about 
210 miles (340 kilometers) 
south of Kingston, with 
Ernesto expected to dump up 
to six inches (15 centimeters) 
on Jamaica as it moves south 
of the island later in the day, 
according to the Miami- 
based National Hurricane 
Center. 

The storm had top winds 
of 50 miles per hour, and was 
moving westward at 23 miles 
per hour. 

Squalls were ripping 
through the southern coast of 
Hispaniola, the island shared 
by the Dominican Republic 
and Haiti. "Showers and 
thunderstorms, occasionally 
heavy, are possible over the 
Dominican Republic and 
Haiti today," the NHC said. 

Ernesto was expected to 


move north of the northeast¬ 
ern coast of Honduras late 
Monday before making land¬ 
fall in the Yucatan. 

A tropical storm warning 
was in effect for Jamaica, 
while Grand Cayman island 
and parts of the Honduran 
coast were under a tropical 
storm watch, meaning tropi¬ 
cal storm conditions are pos¬ 
sible in the coastal area 
within the next 48 hours. 

The current forecast 
model has Ernesto brushing 
the northern coast of Hon¬ 
duras and parts of Nicaragua, 
then making landfall in the 
Mexican state of of Quintana 
Roo, home to the busy beach 
resort city of Cancun, on 
Wednesday. 

Further east, Tropical 
Storm Florence had top 
winds of 60 miles per hour as 
it headed westward at 14 
miles per hour. The sixth 
named storm of the Atlantic 
season was located 770 miles 
west of the Cape Verde Is¬ 
lands and was not expected to 
strengthen further.

Clinton encourages girls, women in Malawi visit 


LILONGWE (AFP) - US 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton met schoolgirls and 
Africa's second woman pres¬ 
ident during an unprece¬ 
dented visit to Malawi 
Sunday before jetting to 
South Africa to visit Nelson 
Mandela. 

On the fifth leg of a tour 
that has already taken her to 
troubled South Sudan and fo¬ 
cused on the continent's secu¬ 
rity woes, Clinton chose to 
emphasise women's rights 
and education. 

The first US chief diplo¬ 
mat to visit the southern 
African nation stopped at the 
Lilongwe Girls Secondary 
School in the capital after 
meeting with President Joyce 
Banda. 

The diplomat was visibly 
moved when a girl wrapped a 
colourful gift around her — an 
orange, blue and grey tradi¬ 
tional African fabric locally 
known as chitenge. 

Dozens of other girls wel¬ 
comed Clinton with singing. 

She then took time to 
shake hands with every 
woman at the school, where 
US volunteer group Peace 
Corps is holding a week-long 
camp for girls from across 
the country.

Clinton shared her mother's 
story as encouragement to the 
girls in a country where 
women's rights have been an 
upward battle, an issue which 
lay close to her heart. 

"She overcame a sea of 
difficulties early in her life. 
She was abandoned by her 
parents and grandparents, 
abused and neglected," Clin¬ 
ton told her eager audience. 

"You have the right to 
make your own choices about 
your future. So aim high, 
stand tall and be proud to be 
a woman in this time and in 


this country with so much 
promise," she said. 

She looked forward to see 
young women leaders along¬ 
side young men on her next 
trip to Malawi, she said. 

Clinton earlier on Sunday 
met with Banda, Africa's sec¬ 
ond woman leader after 
Liberia's Ellen Johnson Sir- 
leaf, at her official residence 
State House where the two 
exchanged warm words. 

"For a long time, we have 
been women and children ac¬ 
tivists. I have been waiting 
for the day when we would 


meet," Banda told Clinton as 
the two held hands. 

She "encouraged Presi¬ 
dent Banda to be a role model 
in Southern Africa for more 
democratic governance and 
also regional integration 
among the states of this re¬ 
gion," said a State Depart¬ 
ment official who attended 
the meeting. 

Clinton "commended the 
decisions of Banda's first 100 
days" including a move to 
float the currency. 

Malawi devalued the 
kwacha by nearly 34 percent 
against the US dollar in May, 
after it traded at double the 
official exchange on the 
black market and drove for¬ 
eign currency from the bank¬ 
ing system. 

Clinton also warned the 
Malawi government against cor¬ 
ruption, which she called a "hid¬ 
den tax on the Malawi people". 

During her last stop in the 
country at a milk cooperative 
she announced a $46 million 
(37 million euros) investment 
in agriculture over the next 
three years. 

Milk production had in¬ 
creased by 500 percent over 
the last decade thanks to 
funds from the US, the im¬ 
poverished nation's largest bi¬ 


lateral donor, she added. 

As part of a marathon 
eleven-day Africa tour she 
flew later Sunday to South 
Africa, where she would meet 
with anti-apartheid icon and 
Nobel Peace Prize Laureate 
Nelson Mandela in the week. 

A spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed Clinton tagged visits 
to Nigeria and Benin onto the 
trip after South Africa. She is 
also expected in Ghana for 
the state funeral of late presi¬ 
dent John Atta Mills. 

Banda, a former womens' 
right activits, was sworn in as 
president in April following 
the death of late president 
Bingu wa Mutharika. 

Her rise to power was a 
victory in a nation where a 
gang stripped women in pub¬ 
lic in January for wearing 
trousers. 

Banda swiftly set about 
restoring relations with for¬ 
eign donors, who had sus¬ 
pended funds due to concerns 
about hardline governance 
and rights issues under 
Mutharika. 

In June the US said it 
would restore aid worth $350 
million to Malawi's energy 
sector in light of Banda's 
"bold actions" to reform the 
government.

Philippine school bans Muslim 
hijab 



One year on, vigil 
held for London riots 
death man 



MANILA -(AFP) A Catholic- 
run school in the southern 
Philippines has caused contro¬ 
versy by banning Muslim stu¬ 
dents from wearing the hijab 
headscarf. 

Mehol Sadain, who heads 
the National Commission on 
Muslim Filipinos, said Sunday 
he had written to Pilar College 
in the mixed Muslim-Christian 
port city of Zamboanga to de¬ 
mand it reverse its policy. 

While the school was right to 
claim it could exercise aca¬ 
demic freedom, Sadain said it 


should do so with ’’justice and 
fair play”. 

The complaint has reached 
the local city council, which 
asked the school to reply to the 
allegations. 

The school is believed to be 
the first in the Philippines to 
enforce an outright ban on 
wearing the hijab. 

Sadain noted that an educa¬ 
tion department policy states 
that Muslim girls should be al¬ 
lowed to wear their head cov¬ 
erings in school and be 
exempted from non-Muslim re¬ 


ligious rites. 

But the school, run by the 
Congregation of the Religious 
of the Virgin Mary, said in its 
letter to the council that it could 
not "deviate” from its Catholic 
leanings. 

It said students from other 
religions were welcome to 
enrol but must strictly follow 
its non-hijab policy. 

It was not clear what per¬ 
centage of students were Mus¬ 
lim but it is fairly common that 
children from different denom¬ 
inations or religions mix at 
school in the mainly Catholic 
but largely tolerant Philippines. 


ATHENS (AFP) - Greek police 
vowed Sunday not to relent in 
their efforts to evict undocu¬ 
mented immigrants after a 
sweep they said had netted 
1,130 in central Athens over 
the weekend. 

Police said a total of 4,900 
people were rounded up in the 
capital on week-end, of which 
1,130 were detained. 

Operation Xenios Zeus,

LONDON (AFP) - Family and 
friends of the man whose fatal 
shooting by police sparked 
riots across England a year ago 
gathered in London on Sunday 
to honour his memory. 

Around 100 people turned 
up to Tottenham Town Hall in 
north London ahead of a me¬ 
morial service for 29-year-old 
Mark Duggan, who was shot 
in the chest at the nearby Ferry 
Lane bridge on August 4 last 
year. 

Supporters were met by a 
small band playing uplifting 
ballads and teenage girls hand¬ 
ing out refreshments. A dozen 
yellow roses had been taped to 
the railings at the spot where 
Duggan died. 

"Life is so short, they’ve 
just taken him,” said Duggan's 
tearful sister Paulette, during 
an emotional service. "Most of 
the young today feel like they 
don't have a chance.” 

Brother Jason revealed the 
family was still "none the 
wiser” about the ongoing po¬ 
lice investigation into the 


guests, mobilised 2,000 police 
in Athens and another 2,500 on 
Greece's eastern border with 
Turkey. 

Police spokesman Christos 
Manouras said the operation 
was a necessity for debt-laden 
Greece's national survival. 

"We must send the message 
that Greece cannot afford work 
and hospitality” to would-be 
immigrants, he said. 

Located in the southeastern 
extremity of the European 
Union, Greece has become a

"get the closure we need” until 
it was published, he said. 

Last year, local protests

Germany insists military 
action not the answer in 
Syria 


Romney urges 'dramatic* 
measures, not stimulus 



BERLIN (AFP) - Germany's 
defence minister again ruled 
out military intervention in 
Syria Sunday, warning it 
should not be considered a 
knee-jerk response to the fail¬ 
ure of diplomatic efforts to 
end the bloodshed. 

Thomas de Maiziere told 
the Welt am Sonntag newspa¬ 
per that Kofi Annan's deci¬ 
sion to quit as international 
peace envoy to Syria did not 
change Germany's stance on 
the sending of troops into the 
nearly 17-month conflict. 

"The failure of diplomacy 
must not automatically bring 
about the onset of the mili¬ 
tary," he said in an interview 
with the paper. 

Activists say the conflict 
has killed more than 20,000 
people, and De Maiziere told 
the paper it was "frustrating" 
to see the killings in Syria 
without being able to act di¬ 
rectly to stop them. 

But he said Germany must 
help in other ways, by pro¬ 
viding humanitarian aid and 
logistic support for the dem¬ 
ocratically-minded members 
of the Syrian opposition. 

German Foreign Minister 
Guido Westerwelle told Bild 
newspaper that whoever suc¬ 
ceeded Annan would need a 
strong mandate from the in¬ 
ternational community and 
the support of the UN Secu¬ 
rity Council. 

Annan, when he quit last 
week, said he had not got the 
international backing he 
needed to do his job. 

"Kofi Annan's peace plan 
is still the best basis for end¬ 
ing the violence and getting a 
political solution," he tells 
Bild, in its edition due out 
Monday. 

"An immediate end to the 
violence and the establish¬ 
ment of a transitional govern¬ 


ment without (Syrian Presi¬ 
dent) Bashar al-Assad" were 
the pre-requisites for a solu¬ 
tion to the crisis, he added. 

He also said that those 
states that had backed Assad 
during the crisis carried a 
great deal of responsibility 
for the ongoing conflict, 
which appeared to be an allu¬ 
sion to Russia. 

Russia, which has vowed 
to block all attempts to legit¬ 
imise the use of force against 
its Soviet-era ally through the 
United Nations, says a con¬ 
tinued UN presence in the 
conflict-torn country is the 
key to solving the crisis. 

The Berlin-based think 
tank, the German Institute for 
International and Security Af¬ 
fairs, has said it is working 
with up to 50 members of the 
Syrian opposition on plans 
for a political transition after 
a possible ouster of Assad. 

Saudi invites Iran 
for extraordinary 
Muslim summit 

RIYADH (AFP) - Saudi King 
Abdullah invited Iranian 
President Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad for an extraordi¬ 
nary summit of Muslim 
leaders to be held this month 
in the holy city of Mecca, 
state news agency SPA re¬ 
ported Sunday. 

The Saudi monarch "sent 
a written letter to President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad 
inviting him to attend the ex¬ 
traordinary Islamic solidar¬ 
ity meeting which will be 
held in Mecca" in mid-Au¬ 
gust, SPA reported. 

Tensions have been run¬ 
ning high between the Sunni- 
dominated kingdom and 
Shiite Iran as both regional 
powers had taken opposite 
stances on the uprisings in 
Bahrain and Syria. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican presidential hopeful 
Mitt Romney says the US 
economy needs "dramatic" 
measures to recover from a 
deep recession, but not an¬ 
other federal stimulus pack¬ 
age. 

"I can absolutely make the 
case that now is the time for 
something dramatic and it is 
not to grow government," the 
multimillionaire former busi¬ 
nessman and investor said in 
an interview that aired Sun¬ 
day on CNN's "State of the 
Union." 

Romney, who is challeng¬ 
ing President Barack Obama 
in November's election, said 
that instead, he would rather 
create "the incentives and the 
opportunities" for big and 
small businesses to increase 
hiring. 

The former Massachusetts 
governor favors lowering in¬ 
dividual and corporate tax 
rates, slashing government 
spending and easing regula¬ 
tions on energy companies to 
help make America energy 
independent by 2020. 

He has predicted that his 
economic plan would lead to 
12 million new jobs created 
by the end of his first four- 
year term, something he told 


CNN would be a "normal 
process" of economic recov¬ 
ery. 

"When you come out of 
the kind of recession we've 
had, you should see this kind 
of creation," he added in the 
interview conducted Satur¬ 
day in Evansville, Indiana. 

"We should be seeing 200, 
300, 400,000 jobs a month to 
regain much of what has been 
lost. That is what normally 
happens after a recession, but 
under this president, we have 
not seen that kind of pattern." 

The White House hopeful 
blasted President Obama's 
tax plan, which would allow 
tax cuts to expire for people 
who earn more than 
$250,000 a year, saying it 
would "kill jobs." 

"The great majority of 
small businesses pay taxes at 


the individual rate. So as he 
raises these taxes 'on the 
wealthy,' he's raising taxes on 
small business," he said. 

Romney said he was con¬ 
cerned about middle class 
Americans, who "need our 
help with good jobs," not the 
wealthy, who "are going to do 
just fine, whoever is elected." 

Top Obama campaign ad¬ 
viser Robert Gibbs fired 
back, saying it's "hard to get 
millionaires and billionaires 
to get rid of their tax breaks." 

"In order to give the rich 
tax breaks, (Romney) is 
going to raise taxes on mid¬ 
dle class families," the former 
White House press secretary 
told CNN, adding "that's not 
me saying that, that's the 
(non-partisan) Tax Policy 
Center saying that this week." 

He insisted that Obama's 
policies have worked. 

"There's no doubt we are 
better off than we were four 
years ago," Gibbs said. 

"Are we where we need to 
be? Absolutely not. Nobody 
thinks that. We have worked 
hard to move this economy 
forward. And we can’t go 
backward and try the idea 
that Mitt Romney wants, 
which is more tax cuts for 
rich people." 

Obama has slammed 
Romney's "fairy dust" tax 
cuts in a television attack ad, 
claiming that his rival would 
swell his own wealth while 
sticking the middle class with 
the bill.

UN weighs in on Philippine birth 
control debate 



MANILA (AFP) - The United 
Nations warned Sunday that 
failure to pass a controversial 
birth control law in the Philip¬ 
pines could reverse gains in 
development goals amid stiff 
opposition from the powerful 
Catholic Church. 

The bill seeks to make it 
mandatory for the government 
to provide free contraceptives 
in a country where more than 
80 percent of the population is 


Catholic and 
which has one of 
the highest mater¬ 
nal mortality rates 
in Southeast Asia.

The UN's call came as 
Catholic priests and nuns led 
thousands in a protest rally in 
Manila Saturday to urge law¬ 
makers to scrap the bill. 

Besides free contraception, 
it would also give the poor 
preferential access to family 
planning services in state hos¬ 
pitals, while lessons on family 
planning and sex education 
would become compulsory in 
schools and for couples apply¬ 
ing for a marriage licence. 

The UN has said a lack of 
education and access to con¬ 
doms has led to an explosion 
of HIV infections in the 
Philippines, which it said is 
now one of seven countries in 
the world where cases have 
risen by 25 percent or more 
since 2001.

The CDC recommends the following prevention tips: 
•Wash your hands frequently with soap and running 
water before and after exposure to animals. 

•Never eat, drink or put things in your mouth while in an¬ 
imal areas and don’t take food or drink into animal areas. 
•Young children, pregnant women, people 65 and older 
and people with weakened immune systems should be 
extra careful around animals. 

•If you have animals—including swine—watch them for 
signs of illness and call a veterinarian if you suspect they 
might be sick. 

•Avoid close contact with animals that look or act ill, 
when possible. 

•Avoid contact with pigs if you are experiencing flu-like 
symptoms. 

•If you must come in contact with pigs while you are 
sick, or if you must come in contact with pigs known or 
suspected to be infected, or their environment, you 
should use appropriate protective measures (for exam¬ 
ple, wear protective clothing, gloves, masks that cover 
your mouth and nose, and other personal protective 
equipment) and practice good respiratory and hand hy¬ 
giene.

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China arrests 137 over 
organ-trafficking ring 


BEIJING (AFP) - Chinese 
police arrested 137 people, 
among them doctors, sus¬ 
pected of trafficking human 
organs in a nationwide crime 
ring that profited from the 
huge demand for transplants, 
authorities said. 

In a sting operation begin¬ 
ning in late July, police 
pounced across 18 provinces 
and regions and "rescued” 
127 people who had agreed 
to donate organs to illicit 
traders, the Ministry of Pub¬ 
lic Security said. 

Eighteen doctors were 
among those detained, sus¬ 
pected of performing illegal 
transplant operations, the 
ministry said in a report 
posted on its website late Sat¬ 
urday. 

"The suspects usually used 
forged identities to recruit 
healthy candidates from the 
Internet and put them under 
secret confinement separated 
from the outside world,” it 
said. "The suspects sought 
patients in need of organ 
transplants from hospitals or 
the Internet and matched 
them with healthy donors.” 

The crackdown on traf¬ 
fickers comes after state 
media reported in April that a 
teenage high-school student 
sold a kidney for an illicit 
transplant operation and used 
the proceeds to buy an 
iPhone and iPad. 

The 17-year-old boy, who 
was paid 22,000 yuan 
($3,500), was recruited from 


an online chatroom. The Xin¬ 
hua news agency said at the 
time the boy was suffering 
from kidney failure and in de¬ 
teriorating health. 

More than 1.5 million Chi¬ 
nese need organ transplants, 
but only about 10,000 such 
operations are performed in 
the nation annually, Xinhua 
said, citing statistics from the 
health ministry. 

The huge demand has led 
to a thriving illegal market 
for organs, the ministry said. 

Executed prisoners remain 
the main source of organs 
used in transplant operations 
due to the lack of voluntary 
donations, Vice Health Min¬ 
ister Huang Jiefu was quoted 
by state media as saying early 
this year. 

Following repeated criti¬ 
cism from overseas rights 
groups, Huang pledged to 
wean the nation off of its de¬ 
pendency on organs from 
prisoners. 

International human rights 
groups have long accused 
China of harvesting organs 
from executed prisoners 
without the consent of the 
prisoner or their family — 
charges the government has 
denied. 

The lack of available or¬ 
gans for transplants largely 
stems from an absence of a 
"transplant culture” in China 
compared to the West and the 
traditional idea that the body 
must be left as it is at death.

Chemotherapy can backfire and boost 
cancer growth: study 



PARIS (AFP) - Cancer-bust¬ 
ing chemotherapy can cause 
damage to healthy cells which 
triggers them to secrete a pro¬ 
tein that sustains tumour 
growth and resistance to fur¬ 
ther treatment, a study said 
Sunday. 

Researchers in the United 
States made the ’’completely 


unexpected” finding while 
seeking to explain why cancer 
cells are so resilient inside the 
human body when they are 
easy to kill in the lab. 

They tested the effects of a 
type of chemotherapy on tis¬ 
sue collected from men with 
prostate cancer, and found 
’’evidence of DNA damage” in 


healthy cells after treatment, 
the scientists wrote in Nature 
Medicine. 

Chemotherapy works by in¬ 
hibiting reproduction of fast- 
dividing cells such as those 
found in tumours. 

The scientists found that 
healthy cells damaged by 
chemotherapy secreted more 
of a protein called WNT16B 
which boosts cancer cell sur¬ 
vival. 

"The increase in WNT16B 
was completely unexpected,” 
study co-author Peter Nelson of 
the Fred Hutchinson Cancer Re¬ 
search Center in Seattle told AFP. 

The protein was taken up by 
tumour cells neighbouring the 
damaged cells. 

"WNT16B, when secreted, 
would interact with nearby tu¬ 
mour cells and cause them to 
grow, invade, and importantly, 
resist subsequent therapy,” 
said Nelson. 

In cancer treatment, tu¬ 
mours often respond well ini¬ 
tially, followed by rapid 
regrowth and then resistance 
to further chemotherapy. 

Rates of tumour cell repro¬ 
duction have been shown to 
accelerate between treatments. 

The researchers said they 
confirmed their findings with 
breast and ovarian cancer tu¬ 
mours. 

The result paves the way for 
research into new, improved 
treatment, said Nelson. 

"For example, an antibody 
to WNT16B, given with 
chemotherapy, may improve 
responses (kill more tumour 
cells),” he said in an email ex¬ 
change. ’’Alternatively, it may 
be possible to use smaller, less 
toxic doses of therapy.”

Apple co-founder Wozniak 
sees trouble in the cloud 



CALIFORNIA - (AFP) Steve 
Wozniak, who co-founded 
Apple with the late Steve Jobs, 
predicted "horrible problems” 
in the coming years as cloud- 
based computing takes hold. 

Wozniak, 61, was the star 
turn at the penultimate per¬ 
formance in Washington of 
"The Agony and the Ecstasy of 
Steve Jobs,” monologist Mike 
Daisey’s controversial two- 
hour expose of Apple's labor 
conditions in China. 

In a post-performance dia¬ 
logue with Daisey and audi¬ 
ence members, Wozniak held 
forth on topics as varied as 
public education. 

But the engineering wizard 
behind the progenitor of 
today's personal computer, the 
Apple II, was most outspoken 
on the shift away from hard 


disks towards uploading data 
into remote servers, known as 
cloud computing. 

”1 really worry about every¬ 
thing going to the cloud,” he 
said. "I think it's going to be 
horrendous. I think there are 
going to be a lot of horrible 
problems in the next five 
years.” 

He added: "With the cloud, 
you don't own anything. You 
already signed it away” 
through the legalistic terms of 
service with a cloud provider 
that computer users must 
agree to. 

"I want to feel that I own 
things,” Wozniak said. "A lot 
of people feel, 'Oh, everything 
is really on my computer,' but 
I say the more we transfer 
everything onto the web, onto 
the cloud, the less we're going 
to have control over it.”

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Monti fears eurozone 
crisis could tear Europe 
apart 



BERLIN (AFP) - Italian 
Prime Minister Mario Monti 
has voiced fears that tensions 
sparked by the eurozone cri¬ 
sis have already turned coun¬ 
tries against each other and 
must not be allowed to rip 
Europe apart. 

Asked about resentment in 
Italy towards Germany and 
complaints of German arro¬ 
gance in its handling of the 
debt crisis, Monti told Mon¬ 
day's edition of the German 
news magazine Der Spiegel 


that he was "concerned”. 

He said he had talked 
about growing resentment in 
Italy not only towards Ger¬ 
many and at times Chancellor 
Angela Merkel but also to¬ 
wards the EU and the euro, 
with Merkel herself, accord¬ 
ing to an advance copy of 
Der Spiegel. 

But he said the problem 
went far beyond the relation¬ 
ship between Germany and 
Italy. 

"The pressures, which 
have accompanied the euro¬ 
zone in recent years, already 
bear the traits of a psycholog¬ 
ical breakup of Europe," 
Monti said. "We must work 
hard to contain it." 

And he warned that if the 
euro became a reason for 
Europe to drift apart, "the 
foundations of the European 
project" would be de¬ 
stroyed.

QUITO (AFP) - An Ecuado¬ 
ran court has ordered US oil 
firm Chevron to pay some 
$19 billion — a billion dollars

Attorney Juan Pablo 
Saenz said the plaintiffs 
could organize embargoes if 
Chevron does not comply 
with the order from a court in 
the northeastern Amazonian 
province of Sucumbios. 

The complaint stems from 
years of unchecked pollution 
in the Amazon attributed to 
Texaco, which Chevron ac¬ 
quired in 2001. 

Chevron has called the 
judgement a "product of 
bribery, fraud," saying it was 
"illegitimate" and not en¬ 
forceable after plaintiffs filed 
lawsuits in Canada and Brazil 


to go after the company's as¬ 
sets in third countries. 

Plaintiffs say Chevron has 
virtually no assets in Ecuador 
that could be seized. 

The US oil firm Texaco 
contaminated large areas of 
Ecuador's Amazon jungle 
when it operated in the region 
from 1964 to 1990, a decade 
before being acquired by 
Chevron, according to indige¬ 
nous groups and local farmers. 

After years of litigation, 
an Ecuadoran court in Febru¬ 
ary 2011 ordered the com¬ 
pany to pay $18 billion in 
damages, a ruling upheld by 
Ecuador's Supreme Court in 
March.

Dutch firm ASML 
clinches 1.1 bn euro deal 
with Taiwan's TSMC 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Dutch-based 
ASML, a key global supplier 
of computer chip-making 
systems, said Sunday it has 
clinched an investment deal 
with Taiwanese semiconduc¬ 
tor giant TSMC worth over a 
billion euros ($1.24 billion). 

"ASML Holding an¬ 
nounces that TSMC has 
joined (ASML's) customer 
co-investment programme 
for innovation, committing to 
invest 276 million euros in 
research and development," 
the Dutch company said in a 
statement. 

The Taiwanese firm will 
invest a further ”838 million 
euros in a five percent ASML 
equity stake,” the Dutch firm

added. 

The deal is part of a five- 
year programme in which 
companies are invited to in¬ 
vest in ASML's research and 
development to help speed up 
advances in tools for making 
computer chips. 

As part of the programme, 
ASML may also issue shares 
to clients reaching a total of a 
25 percent stake in the com¬ 
pany, which is based in Veld- 
hoven in southern Netherlands. 

Last month, US-based 
Intel Corporation announced 
it was putting in around 3.3 
billion euros in ASML and 
buying up to a 15 percent eq¬ 
uity stake in the Dutch firm, 
to speed up the development 
of technology for chips made 
on 450-millimeter diameter 
semiconductor wafers. 

ASML operates in 16 
countries and manufactures 
machines used to make inte¬ 
grated circuits and semicon¬ 
ductors. It has some 8,000 
full-time employees. 

Headquartered in northwest¬ 
ern Taiwan's Hsinchu, the Tai¬ 
wanese Semiconductor 

Manufacturing Company 
(TSMC) is the world's first ded¬ 
icated semiconductor foundry 
and employs more than 33,000 
people world-wide. 


Oil deal no quick 
fix for Sudan 
crisis: analysts 

KHARTOUM (AFP) - A 
last-minute oil deal reached 
on Saturday between Sudan 
and South Sudan offers no 
quick fix for Khartoum's 
economic crisis and remains 
tied to progress on security 
issues, analysts say. 

Both sides agreed Juba 
would pay Khartoum a pack¬ 
age amounting to about $3 
billion, as well as a per-barrel 
fee for sending its oil through 
the north's infrastructure for 
export via Port Sudan. 

Juba said the fee is $9.48 
per barrel. 

Khartoum has not com¬ 
mented on the final fee, but 
El Shafie Mohammed El 
Makki, head of political sci¬ 
ence at the University of 
Khartoum, said the figures 
are not encouraging al¬ 
though "something is better 
than nothing." 

Oil has been at the heart of 
tensions and economic diffi¬ 
culties for Sudan since the 
South separated in July last 
year with roughly 75 percent 
of the 470,000 barrels per day 
produced by the unified 
country before independence. 

The lost oil accounted for 
more than 85 percent of 
Khartoum's export earnings, 
which reached $7.5 billion 
in the first half of 2011, ac¬ 
cording to the World Bank.

In an e-mail interview with 
AFP, Chopra dismissed her 
critics and said she considered 
herself a pioneer for sexual 
freedom in India.

News that Chopra had be¬ 
come India's first "Playmate" 
caused quite a stir, fuelled by 
Chopra herself posting nude 
out-take pictures from the 
Playboy shoot on the mi¬ 
croblogging site Twitter. 

As well as some inevitably 
lascivious and prurient re¬ 
sponses, many Indian Twitter 
users criticised her decision 
and accused her of a desperate 
publicity stunt to further her 
acting career. She had written 
to Playboy herself expressing 
an interest in posing.

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LONDON (AFP) - American Sanya Richards-Ross won 
the women's 400m Olympic title on Sunday in a time of 
49.55sec to end a 28-year gold drought in the event for 
the United States. Defending champion Christine Ohu- 
ruogu of Great Britain finished second in 49.70sec while 
DeeDee Trotter of the United States took bronze in 
49.72sec. Richards-Ross, 27, became the first American 
to win the Olympic title since Valerie Brisco-Hooks in Los 
Angeles in 1984 and will attempt to emulate her when she 
tries to add 200 metres gold later in the Games. Five 
years ago she almost had to retire because of a mystery 
illness initially diagnosed as Behcets syndrome but 
which a new doctor believes is a skin disease. 



LONDON (AFP) - Wu Minxia praised Guo Jingjing as her 
'big sister' after equalling the Chinese diving great's 
record of six Olympic medals in consummately taking 
out the 3m springboard gold medal yesterday. Wu, 26, 
was in a superior class to her 11 rivals reeling off five 
impeccable dives to tally 414.00 points and comfortably 
defeat her younger teammate He Zi by 34.80 points for 
the gold. It was Wu's sixth Olympics medal and 
equalled the best of her former synchro diving partner 
Guo, who won four gold and two silvers over three 
Games from 2000 to 2008. Wu paid tribute to Guo's in¬ 
fluence in making her the world's contemporary pre-em¬ 
inent women's diver. Wu's individual victory following 
her synchro success with He earlier in the competition, 
lifted China's tally to five golds in five events and kept 
them on track to an unprecedented sweep of all eight 
diving gold medals in London. But Wu downplayed any 
obsession within the Chinese team to achieve the goal 
after narrowly missing out in Beijing four years ago 
when they won seven of the eight events. "Actually, we 
don't think about the number of gold medals. We believe 
in the final results," Wu said. Her successes come just 
days after a Chinese newspaper revealed her parents 
had kept the death of her grandparents and her mother's 
struggle with cancer from the champion diver in order 
not to distract her preparations for the London Games.

King Bolt retains 100m title in 
style 



LONDON (AFP) - Jamaica's 
Usain Bolt sealed his status as 
the greatest sprinter of all time 
after retaining the men's 
Olympic 100m title with an 
electrifying display yesterday. 

The world record holder 
turned on the after-burners at 
60m to clock an Olympic 
record of 9.63sec, the second 
fastest time in history. 

"I executed and that was the 
key," Bolt said. "When it 
comes to the championships, 
it's all about business for me 
and I brought it." 

Jamaican compatriot and 
training partner Yohan Blake, 
long tipped as Bolt's successor 
as the fastest man in the world, 
claimed silver after equalling 
his personal best of 9.75sec. 

American 2004 Olympic 
gold medallist Justin Gatlin 
completed his remarkable 
comeback from a four-year 
doping ban by taking the 
bronze medal in a personal 
best of 9.79sec. 

The 2007 double world 
champion Tyson Gay came in 
fourth, one hundredth of a sec¬ 
ond off his teammate Gatlin in 
9.80sec, with a third American, 
Ryan Bailey, fifth in 9.88. 

The sell-out 80,000-capac¬ 
ity crowd at the Olympic Sta¬ 
dium were on their feet when 
the eight finalists, including the 
four fastest men in the world - 
Bolt, Gay, Blake and Asafa 
Powell - lined up. 

As the television cameras 
picked out each racer, the ex¬ 
citement mounted as they 
reached Bolt in lane seven, 
dressed in black shorts and the 
yellow and green singlet of the 
Jamaican team. 

The 25-year-old showed no 
signs of nerves as he bid to 
replicate his gold medal show¬ 
ing in the Beijing Games in 
2008. 

To mass delight, he prac¬ 
tised his DJ mixing skills, one 


hand raised to his ear, and then 
drew laughter after drawing 


pretend pistols and reholstering 
them after pointing them down 
the track. 

As the starter called them to 
the blocks, Bolt put a finger to 
his lips to hush the excitable 
crowd, briefly crossing himself 
and looking skywards as the 
television zoomed in and his 
picture was broadcast on the 
big stadium screen. 

As silence descended, the 
gun went and Bolt's reaction 
time from the blocks saw him 
rocket away, but Gatlin had the 
edge on his left. 

Bolt, however, pushed his 
huge frame through his 
renowned drive and transition 
phase after 50 metres. 

Teeth gritted and long legs 
pumping, Bolt completed what 
turned out to be a remarkably 
comfortable victory given the 
quality and strength of the 
field. 

After Bolt crossed the line, 
he immediately set off on a lap 
of victory, a Jamaican flag 
draped over his shoulders and 
Blake in tow. 

He stopped to perform his 
customary "bow and arrow" 
pose at various points, to 
chants of "Usain, Usain!" ring¬ 
ing around the stadium. 

It was a remarkable result 
for the Jamaican who revolu¬ 


tionised sprinting, and indeed 
athletics, four years ago in Bei¬ 
jing, setting then-world records 
when winning the 100 and 
200m titles, and also starring in 
a record-breaking Jamaican 
quartet in the 4x100m relay. 

He left the Chinese capital 
as one of the most recognisable 
figures in world sport, unbe¬ 
lievably going on to beat both 
his individual sprint marks 
with new times (9.58 and 
19.19sec) in the Berlin worlds 
in 2009. 

Bolt lost his world 100m 


title in Daegu, South Korea, 
last July to Blake after sensa¬ 
tionally false starting in the 
final, but has fired back in 
most emphatic fashion.

LONDON (AFP) - South 
African double amputee Oscar 
Pistorius failed to qualify for 
the Olympic Games men’s 
400m final on Sunday. 

The 25-year-old had on Sat¬ 
urday become the first double 
amputee to compete in an ath¬ 
letics event at the Olympics, 
but he was never in contention 
in his semi-final and finished 
last in a time of 46.54sec. 

Pistorius, though, was far 
from disappointed at bowing 
out. 

’’The whole experience is 
mind-blowing,” said Pistorius, 
who had been supported in 
London by his 89-year-old 
grandmother. 

”My aim was to make the 
semi-final. It's a dream come 
true. Thanks to everyone for 
their support. I've got the 
(4x400m) relay in a few days.” 

There was a touching mo- 
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ment after the race as 
Grenada's world champion Ki- 
rani James asked to swap bibs 
with the South African. 

"As soon as we crossed the 
line, we're friends,” said Pisto¬ 
rius. "It was very kind of him. 
We share a similar life. It's 


what the Olympics is all about. 
It's great to make good 
friends.” 

James, who last year be¬ 
came the youngest ever world 
or Olympic champion in the 
event at 18 when he won in 
Daegu, said that Pistorius de¬ 
served all the accolades. 

"He's an inspiration to all of 
us. He is very special to our 
sport,” he said. "He's a down- 
to-earth guy and a great indi¬ 
vidual.” 

Nicknamed 'The Blade 
Runner' because he runs on 
carbon fibre blades fought a 
long battle to be allowed to run 
in the Olympics. 

A panel of experts finally 
declared he could compete as 
long as he used the same pair 
of blades he used in the Para¬ 
lympic Games. 


LONDON (AFP) - Women’s 
boxing made its Olympic 
debut on Sunday as British 
lightweight Natasha Jonas 
vowed not to be intimidated 
when she faces Irish world 
champion Katie Taylor in 
today's quarter-final. 

With women competing in 
the fly, light and middleweight 
categories for the first time at 
an Olympics, Jonas dug deep 
Sunday for a hard-earned 21- 
13 first-round win over 
Quanitta Underwood of the 
USA. 

The top seeds all have byes 
into the quarter-finals and 
four-time world champion 
Taylor now faces Jonas for a 
place in Wednesday's semi¬ 
final at London's ExCel Arena. 

Having lost 6-3 to the Irish¬ 
woman when the pair fought 
in Bulgaria last year, Jonas has 
vowed to raise her game. 

On the other side of the 
lightweight draw, second-seed 
Sofya Ochigava of Russia will 
face Alexis Pritchard of New 
Zealand in her quarter-final 
after her 15-10 win over 
Tunisia's Rim Jouini. 

In the flyweight division, 
five-times world champion 
M.C. Mary Kom of India 
showed great early form for a 
dogged 19-14 win over 
Poland's Karolina Michalczuk. 

Kom, has stepped up from 


light flyweight and was in 
tears after her victory — on her 
twin sons' fifth birthday. 

"It is a very emotional day 
for me,” said the 29-year-old. 

Kom faces Tunisia's Maroua 
Rahali in her last eight bout, 
while world champion Ren 
Cancan of China will take on 
Russia Elena Savelyeva, who 
won the historic first bout of 
the day 12-9 against Kim Hye- 
Song of North Korea. 

Like Rahali, home favourite 
Nicola Adams had a bye into 
Monday's last eight clash 
where she will face Bulgaria's 
Stoyka Petrova, who enjoyed 
a 23-11 win over New 
Zealand's Siona Fernandes in 
their bout. 

British world champion Sa¬ 
vannah Marshall is the mid¬ 
dleweight name and she faces 
Kazakhstan's Marina Voinova, 
who dominated Kenya’s Eliz¬ 
abeth Andiego for a comfort¬ 
able 20-11 win. 

Elena Vystropova of Azer¬ 
baijan, who Marshall beat in 
May to win the world title, 
suffered a first-round exit as 
she was upset by Nigeria's 
Edith Ogoke who won three of 
the four rounds for a deserved 
14-12 victory. 

Ogoke will now face sec¬ 
ond-seed Nadezda Torlopova 
of Russia in Monday's quarter¬ 
final.

Murray routs Federer to take 
gold 



LONDON (AFP) - Britain's 
Andy Murray demolished 
Roger Federer 6-2, 6-1, 6-4 
in the Olympic men's final on 
Sunday to win his first gold 
medal and avenge his Wim¬ 
bledon final defeat against 
the world number one. 

Just four weeks after 
breaking down in tears when 
Federer shattered his hopes of 
a first Wimbledon title, Mur¬ 
ray returned to Centre Court 
to rout the Swiss great in just 
one hour and 56 minutes. 

The 25-year-old Scot, 
beaten in three Grand Slam 
finals by Federer, has been in 
superb form all week, but 
even he hadn't dreamed he 
would win gold in such em¬ 
phatic style. 

Not only did the world 
number four do it by beating 
the Swiss for the first time 
since 2010, Murray also 
handed the 17-time Grand 
Slam winner his heaviest de¬ 
feat in a major final since 
Rafael Nadal thrashed him 
for the loss of just four games 
in the 2008 French Open 
final. 

"This is one of the biggest 
wins of my life," Murray 
said. "I have had a lot of 
tough losses in my career and 
this is the best way to come 
back from the Wimbledon 
final. 

"I didn't expect this at the 
start of the week. I thought I'd 
go deep into the tournament 
but I felt so fresh today. It's 
amazing." 


For Federer, a doubles 
gold medallist with Stanislas 
Wawrinka in Beijing in 2008, 
this final was meant to be the 
crowning glory of his career. 

Instead, Federer, who will 
be 35 by the time the Rio 
Games are in full swing in 
2016, may wonder if he will 
ever get a chance 
to win the Golden 
Slam of all four 
majors and sin¬ 
gles gold. 

Federer 
claimed tiredness 
had taken its' toll 
after his four and 
a half hour semi¬ 
final win over 
Juan Martin del 
Potro and said: "It 
was a tough tour¬ 
nament and 
maybe I was a lit¬ 
tle emotionally 
drained and left a 
bit too much out 
there in the earlier 
rounds. 

"But Andy did 
play very well, he 
was much better 
than I was. Still, I 
have a medal in 
the singles. That's 
what I wanted." 

When Murray gave Fed¬ 
erer two break points in the 
opening game, his response 
to the crisis, a series of per¬ 
fectly-placed winners, was 
symbolic of his impressive 
form this week. 

While on Saturday Serena 


Williams clinched her first 
Olympic singles gold medal 
with a 6-0, 6-1 demolition of 
Maria Sharapova in the most 
one-sided women's final in 
the history of the Games. 

Williams' victory, which 
surpassed Suzanne Lenglen's 
6-3, 6-0 win over Dorothy 
Holman in the 1920 final in 
Antwerp, is the culmination 
of an incredible grass-court 
campaign that has brought 
the American her fifth Wim¬ 
bledon crown and now the 
third gold medal of a remark¬ 
able career. 

The 30-year-old, who has 
won two doubles gold medals 
with sister Venus, is just the 
second woman to win a 
Golden Slam of all four major 
titles and singles gold, emu¬ 
lating German legend Steffi 


Graf, who achieved the feat in 
1988 when she won the five 
titles in the same year. 

Serena is also the first 
woman to complete a Golden 
Slam in both singles and dou¬ 
bles. And the 14-time Grand 
Slam champion isn't finished 
yet.
